Decision on Petition 



This is in response to applicants 1 "Petition and Fee for Five Month Extension of time (37 CFR 
1 .136(a)" and "Communication Regarding Notice Abandonment" were filed on October 3, 2003. 
The "Communication Regarding Notice Abandonment" is being treated as petition under 1.181 
requesting withdrawal holding of abandonment. 

On September 3, 2002, a Final office action was mailed. On March 3, 2003, a Notice of Appeal 
and Petition to Extend Time were filed on March 3, 2003, setting the time for filing an appeal brief 
on May 3, 2003. On September 24, 2003, a Notice of Abandonment for failure to timely file a 
reply was mailed to applicants. On October 3, 2003, the present petition was filed. The petition 
was accompanied with Petition for five-month extension of time. Applicants assert that the Notice 
of Abandonment mailed September 24, 2003 was premature. Applicants further expressly 
abandon the instant application in favor of a continuing application filed concurrently. 

File history and applicants' amendment have been reviewed and considered. The Notice of 
Abandonment dated September 24, 2003 is deemed premature and improper. Accordingly, the 
petition is Granted. 

The application has been returned to pending status and expressly abandoned. A copy of Notice 
of Abandonment indicating express abandonment is attached.
